The council had not 
met as often as if should, the mayor had failed to 
sign documents he should have signed, certain needed 
ordinances had failed of passage through oversight, 
and village funds had been spent without proper au- 
thority s 

There was nothing improper, of course ; no graft, 
no padded payroll* or anything of that kind. There 
was just a hit of governmental slovenliness, that was 
all. The village fathers were dozing at their posts.

Wood Alcohol Can Poison You 
Even if You Don’t Drink It 
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By DR. MORRIN FI8IIBE1N 

Everyone fears wood alcohol. Enough 
cases of blindness and death have re¬ 
sulted and been widely reported In the 
press to cause Intense fesr among the 
public. Even the most persistent con- i 
sureers of bootleg of unknown snoootry | 
can be caused to shudder by the In- . 
elnuatlon that the molasses-colored 
fluid In the bottle may have some of 
the dangerous wood alcohol in tt. 

Until recently practically al( of the 
dangerous wood alcohol or rosthyl alco¬ 
hol used in the United States was pro¬ 
duced by the destructive distillation of 
wood. Through modern chemical re¬ 
search It has become possible to pro¬ 
duce methyl alcohol from water gas 
and hydrogen at a price so low that It 
Is trifling as compered with the previ¬ 
ous cost of tbtf substance. 

Hence the newer synthetic wood 
aloohol. under the name methanol. Is 
being urged for many Industrial uses, 
for which it formerly would not have 
been considered. Among these uses 
particularly are the possibility of 
adaptation to antlfreeee mixtures In 
sutomoblles. and as a solvent for 
shellac and varnish. 

One of the things that make metha¬ 
nol or wood alcohol more dangerous 
than other fluid poisons la the fact 
that it vaporise* easily and that Inhal¬ 
ation of the vapors can poison as well 
as taking Into the stomach. The 
polaoa la cumulative in its effects. 

Obviously a lot of automobiles stand¬ 
ing In a closed garage with the radiator 
mixtures belling, when the cars are 
brought la lor the night, will give off 


s lot of wood alcohol Into tha air. It 
la not unreasonable to anticipate that 
the extensive use Of wood alcohol tn 
automobile radiators during the coming 
winter will yield a considerable crop of 
rasaa of blindness end death among 
garage attendants Even If precautions 
and warnings are circulated, some 
accidents will probably occur. 

When wood aloohol is used a* a sol¬ 
vent for shellacs and varnishes It la 
also a hazard. In large industries such 
shellacs and varnishes are - used only 
In rooms with spraying booths and 
proper ventilation facllltlaa. In the 
home and in small Industries shellacs 
and varnishes are frequently used In 
basements or In dosed rooms and 
closets in the winter. Under ruch 
circumstances It la possible to Inhale 
enough wood aloohol to produce srrl- 
cui symptoms. 

Unfortunately the treatment of wood 
alcohol poisoning Is not especially suc¬ 
cessful. When the blindness starts 
not much can be done to stop it. Bor 
the general symptom* it la customary 
to clean out the system. Hr put the 
patient at rest, to give alkalis to over¬ 
come the add condition produc'd, 
and to try to sustain the patient until 
hi* system can get rid of the poison 
end recover. 

It has been the history of modem 
Industry that it introduces new hasards 
and takes no steps to control them 
until accidents and deaths have oc- 
cuntd. Th«t hu Mn th. hlitory bf 
th« Introduction of ethyl gu and of
